Minutes of the Board of Directors 
Meeting on April 1, 2002 


President Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE, opened the 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. in Emil Villa’s in Concord. 
Present were Vice President, Dave McIntyre, 
KG6ACD, Secretary, Eoin O’Donoghue, KD4YEQ, 
Trevor Hall, WA6JAU, Treasurer, Emergency 
Coordinator Harry Styron, K6HS, directors Jay 
Caldis, KT6Y, Howard Burk, KE6PTT, and John 
Schulze, KR6CR. Also present were Greg Estep, 
KE6VTA, Keith Lattin, N6PMF, Bob Beard, 
KG6FPZ, John Pascale, NN6E and Social Chairman, 
George Roush, WB6OFH and Dick Brown KT6X. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved. Howard showed the NARCC certificate 
received for 2m repeater. Harry pointed out that the 
2 meter repeater clips the start of ID’s, both 
automatic and sometimes user ID’s. Howard will 
research the issue. 

The technical committee reported progress 
on the Voters project. Now that the good weather 
has arrived, scheduling of tower work to have the 
440 antenna replaced and 2m antenna moved up the 
tower will go ahead. Keith will insure that we have 
improved 2m coverage south of Mt Diablo for the 
event on 27" April for Dick Brown. At their meeting 
on next Saturday, the Tech committee will assess an 
offer to add a 1.2GHz repeater to our site on Mt 
Diablo. 

The Board approved expenditure on one 
Adobe Acrobat license to be used for editing the 
Club’s Directory and monthly Carrier newsletter. 
Membership approval will be sought at the next 
membership meeting. The 2002 Directory has been 
distributed by email in PDF format. The printed 
version will be available for members who requested 
it on their Membership Application. Eoin will provide 
that list to George Roush. 

Jay advised that the last Carrier mailing was 
25 short of the minimum required for bulk mailing and 
we will make up the minimum quantities needed. The 
Board approved a motion to change the membership 
application to show receipt of Carrier by Email to be 
the default preference. Bob and Dick are to look at 
ways to reduce the printing costs for the Carrier 
newsletter. 

In other membership activities, Eoin reported that 
we have 297 members of Record. We had a Phone 


Tree campaign targeting 72 people and we’ve now 
received 21 renewals. Terry and Bob did a 
membership solicitation mailing to a list of 191 people 
who expressed interest in hearing about MDARC at 
the last PACIFICON and now, 33 of that list rank as 
Club Members. It was agreed that Terry, Dave, 
Robert & Eoin will work on another membership 
mailing targeting hams in the Contra Costa County 
and figure out how to integrate that list with the 
Carrier newsletter such as a simplified membership 
form. 

John Pascale reported great progress with 
Club’s Field Day planning. John received a 20% 
response rate to his Field email and doesn’t expect 
any scheduling problems. John has hooked up with a 
reporter from Brentwood News/Oakley Tribune. The 
site has been measured and is being sized up for the 
best equipment & configuration layout. ICS, 
California’s chain of command for logistics, control & 
administration, will be adopted for Field Day and it 
will count as a RACES/ARES activity. Dave is 
managing the BBQ ($5 a head — hamburgers, corn, 
beans etc.) which will take place before the meeting 
on Friday. Keith has a HF antenna that was donated 
by the Contra Cost County Fire Department, 
available for Field Day. Cameras for ATV broadcast 
are being worked on and Robert will do the 
networking for centralized logging of contacts. John 
Pascale will to do an article for the next edition of 
Carrier. 

John Schulze reported that the Auction in 
April is gearing up for success: donations are rolling 
in, flyers have gone out; the accounting process is 
ready; item-tagging is set for the morning of the 
auction; Jay is the cashier; Greg is the problem 
solver; runners will be selected on the day. Terry will 
get a radio door prize for the Aril meeting. 

George reported on the plans for the Club 
picnic and will prepare an article for the June edition 
of Carrier. It was also agreed that George should 
pursue his idea of issuing a number of complimentary 
invitations to the picnic & T hunt with a view to 
acquiring members. The RSVP date must allow 
enough lead time for to get supplies. 

On Greg’s recommendation, Terry will start 
researching locations for Pacificon 2003. 

Regarding the “Emergency 
Communications” magnetic signs, the board passed a 
motion reflecting sales tax and shipping charges that 
apply and to set the selling price at $40 plus $5.00 for 
shipping.

Hams Help Locate Fire Dispatch Jamming 
Transmitter 
by John Stuart, KM6QX 


In March, with the help of a few MDARC members, 
the San Ramon Valley Fire Protection District finally 
located a faulty radio transmitter that had been 
randomly jamming their emergency dispatch channel 
since December. Every week or so, a loud buzzing 
noise was being transmitted on their repeater input 
frequency for periods of 5 seconds to several hours. 
Although no ‘open mic’ audio was ever heard, the 
primary ‘suspect’ was some faulty fire department 
radio because the transmission was on the correct 
frequency (45 MHz) and the proper PL tone was 
being detected by the repeater input receivers. 

The Fire District’s mobile radios, handi- 
talkies, and base stations were checked and found to 
be operating properly. Adjacent fire districts and 
other agencies were asked to check all of their radios 
that had the same channel. But still, the jamming 
signal continued to reappear at the most random 
times; for example 3:00 AM New Years Day! 

Assistant Fire Chief Chris Suter, K6CCS, 
had been ‘chasing’ the signal using the S-meter on 
his IC-706. One day, he thought he had almost found 
it in the Bishop Ranch Business Park, but then the 
signal stopped. A few days later, the signal came 
back and Battalion Chief Boyd Clegg, KG6JHP, and 
Tom Seabury, K160, joined the hunt. Shortly after 
they arrived at the suspect building, the signal 
stopped. 

Several days later, the signal came on about 
lunchtime, and John Stuart, KM6QX, volunteered to 
help. This time the signal stayed on long enough for 
Chris, Boyd and Tom (along with a building security 
officer) to search the building with attenuated 
receivers and 2-meter radio direction finding 
equipment. Although nothing was found on the roof 
or in the building, John did discover that the strongest 
signal was received when his hand-held scanner 
antenna was placed about 4 inches from the trunk of 
a 40-foot pine tree! Was the tree acting like a 
resonant antenna? 

It was about a week later before the signal 
came back, this time in the evening. Chris drove 
further south towards Dublin, and the signal was 
stronger. John stopped by the ‘resonant pine tree’ 
and verified that it was still radiating the signal. Even 
stronger S-meter readings led them to the Camp 
Parks area, then south of Hwy 580 to the Stone 


Ridge Mall where the signal was very strong. From 
his home, Tom Seabury followed their progress on 
maps and radioed directions to check all of the 
nearby fire stations. The strongest signal was in the 
area just northwest of the Mall, not at any fire 
station. It had become obvious that radio direction 
finding equipment was needed, as searching with only 
S-meter indications was hopeless. 

Chris contacted the FCC and asked for their 
assistance. The request was immediately forwarded 
to Washing D.C. for approval ... Once approved by 
headquarters, the local FCC field office was very 
cooperative and willing to track down the signal, (but) 
preferably between 8:00 AM and 5:00 PM. A few 
days later, the signal was on at about 7:00 AM. By 
7:30 it stopped, but John could still hear the signal at 
his home in Lafayette. The FCC was called and they 
headed directly to Lafayette, but found no signal 
when they arrived. That evening, John was 
embarrassed to discover that his UMAX flatbed 
scanner emitted the same buzzing noise on exactly 
the same frequency! So, could it be that some giant 
computer scanner near the Stone Ridge Mall was 
jamming the fire department’s radio system? 

That night, John was talking with Ray 
Gaschk, W6FYA, about antennas and the 
conversation turned to direction finding antennas 
suitable for the public service ‘low-band’ 
frequencies. Typical Amateur Radio direction finding 
equipment will not work at these longer wavelengths. 
Ray suggested a simple loop design as published in 
the ARRL Antenna Handbook. John modified the 
design for 45 MHz, and built a prototype in about 30 
minutes. It worked amazingly well, providing a signal 
direction null only about 5 degrees wide! John and 
Tom built several more, and the team was now 
equipped with 45 MHz radio direction finding 
antennas. 

During the next two ‘attacks’ the signal was 
on only long enough to obtain one or two bearings 
with the loop antennas. It appeared that the signal 
was coming from inside of the Camp Parks military 
base. John did some sleuthing for any suspect 
antennas inside and around Camp Parks using his 
digital camera with a 30x telephoto lens. That 
sleuthing came to a sudden halt when both the Camp 
Parks Military Police and the Dublin City Police 
intercepted John after he was spotted taking pictures 
of Camp Parks through the fence. After checking his 
ID (another good reason to have a RACES card) 
John was released with a warning. (Fortunately, the 


police hadn’t seen the satellite photos of Camp Parks 
that John had printed from an Internet site!) 

About a week later, the signal came on for 
what was to be its last transmission. Chris, Boyd, 
Tom and John all headed to Dublin with their 
direction finding loop antennas. From his home, Ed 
Ritchie, K6SFD, assumed the duties of IC, Net 
Control, and RDF bearing map-plotter. Chris and 
Tom took RDF bearings all around, and inside, Camp 
Parks. John and Boyd went to the top of a hill 
northwest of Camp Parks. It became clear that the 
bearings all pointed northeast, towards Highland Peak 
and the Morgan Territory Road area north of 
Livermore, nowhere near Camp Parks or Stone 
Ridge Mall! 

While John, Boyd, and Tom continued to 
home-in on the signal following the back roads of 
Contra Costa County, Chris had ‘put two and two 
together’ and headed to a suspected site. Suddenly, 
the signal stopped! A few minutes later, Chris 
announced that he had found the transmitter; an old 
surplus, tube type, Motorola fire department radio. It 
was located in the home of a volunteer fire captain 
who was very embarrassed after Chris pulled the 
plug on his radio, and the buzzing noise on Chris’s 
handitalkie went silent. 

Using a PC spectrum analyzer, John had 
determined the buzzing audio to be 120 Hz and its 
harmonics, typical of an unfiltered power supply. 
Apparently the power supply capacitors had gone 
bad in the old Motorola radio, and somehow the 
transmitter was randomly being keyed-up. 

A few weeks later, the Ham radio team 
received the following thank-you note: “They say 
silence is golden, and those of us with constant radio 
traffic know how true that is. So, not hearing the 
buzzing noise that locked our airwaves for months is 
more of a blessing than you could ever know. Thank 
you for assisting Chris Suter with solving this radio 
nightmare. Your efforts were truly appreciated.” The 
hand-written cards were signed by the nine 
dispatchers of the San Ramon Valley Fire Protection 
District.

We were able 
to put APRS (GPS) trackers into 9 vehicles. 

The Start / Finish of the ride was at the 
Community Club Building in Army Camp Parks. The 
Army Camp Parks were wonderful hosts, and their 
support exceeded my expectations. 

Our youngest Ham (James, KG6IAD) is 11 
years old. We had him at net control for most of the 
day. He was a little nervous when we handed him 
the microphone and let him operate, but he soon 
became comfortable and was our primary operator 
for several hours. I hope he’s available again next 
year. 

No event is ever perfect, and this was not an 
exception. The best story this year was from a Ham 
who plugged his equipment into the cigarette lighter 
of the vehicle he was in. A couple of hours into the 
event, he told us that we would no longer see his 
APRS tracker. Apparently there was a flash of light 
and a puff of smoke, a fuse in his equipment blew, 
and he was even able to blow a fuse in the truck. Oh 
well, no permanent damage, and the vehicle driver 
wants to be paired with this ham again next year. 

I want to thank everyone who helped; Jerry 
(KK6WB), Diane (KE6HDR), Jim (W6GPM), 
James (KG6IAD), John (KR6CR), Jeff (KG6JHQ), 
Cliff (KK6SJ), John (WB6ETY), George (KF6VSG), 
Forrest (WN6WTYV), Drew (KD6GLY), John 
(NN6E), Clancy (N6FQQ), Mike (AD6TA), Doug 
(KO6PW), Michael (KG6DER), Dick (KE6PXW), 
Ron (AD6KYV), Jim (KE6VRT), Greg (WASOQZ), 
Kathy (KF6TKO), Jeff (KG6AWW), Marcus 
(WA6QEW).
